MATERIALIZATION. 


A Discourse Delivered by Mr. J. Clegg 
Wright before the First Society of 
Spiritualists at Adelphi Hall, New 
York, Sunday Morning, May 11, 1890. 
With your kind permission ladies 

and gentlemen, I will this morning 

draw your attention to the eutject of 
matertalization. I do not know whether 
the term itself exactly expresses my 
meaning. Words sometimes by habit 
conceal meaning. We attach tbe idea 
of the reality so often to qualities, we 
make entities out of attributes and we 
are continually forgetting tbat language 
ia but a symbol, but the clothing of the 
thoughts; and sometimes the clothing 
does not fit the thought. And I do not 
know whether this word ‘‘materializs 
tion” Is exuctly what is wanted to de- 
scribe certain phenomena which occur 
in nature. But more of this by and by. 

It is affirmed that certain phenomena 
occur in nature in barmony witb the 
laws and powersof nature which are 
manifestations of tne spirit of departed 
men and women. It is affirmed that 
departed men and women, called epir- 
ita, have power to return into material 
pbenomena in a temporary way aod 
express their former cbaracteristics 
agin; that these phenomena are extra- 
ordinary, consequently difficult to pro- 
duce, and are produced under circum. 
stances which are not altogether of 
what may be called a scientific charac- 
ter. That is to say, that sense faculties 
are nut always able to deal with these 
forms as it is desired; that they are 
fleeting, traneitory, evanescent, and 
that they are far from belng fixed phe 
nomena, capable of belng investigated 
by the senses. 

Well, I merely make these observa- 
tions in the way of a description and a 
definition of certain phenomena which 
are alleged to occur in nature of the re- 
turn of epirit into material clothing in 
a temporary way, aud that such phe 
nomena are grouped under the term 
materialization. My question, of course, 
takes me into the subd-senalble, the 
transcendental realm of matter, and 
the transcendental realm common to 
spirit, and if your minde will travel 
within mine we will try to make the 
visualization of some of the invisible 
properties which lie In the sub sensible 
realm. It ia a work of the scientific 
imagination to call into fancied exist- 
ence that which ia too smali or too 
Jarge for the sensations to get bold of. 

The scientific imagination bas then 
to go by bypothesea into the realm be- 
low phenomena and then visualize 


snme of the existences down there. 
Now there are ex!-tences Known to 
men of science as atoms, but you never 
3aw an atom, you never will see an 
atom, consequently you will never be 
able accurately to describe an atom. 
Materlalism is an bypothesis. Man 
knows no more about matter than he 
knows about spirit. Man only kuows 
that which appears. He knows that 
which preents itself to bis senses, aud 
it does not by any means follow that 
nature ls in itself what it looks to be to 
you. If you had microscopic eyes the 
world would be very different to you 
to-day from what it seems to b+; every- 
thing would be changed. Consequently 
we can aftirm that all we Kouw may 
be put under that word phenomena.” 
We cannot afticm anything in regard 
to things in themselves, apart from 
sensation. By a law of nature I simply 
mean a habit which pheDomena seem 
to bave to do things always in the 
same way under the same circum 

stances, and nature is but the persist- 
ence of appearances, the persistence of 
phenomena. When I look and. see 
certain appearances, and after awhile I 
look again and see the same appeag- 
ances, I draw the inference that the 
appearances Lave been there all the 
time. It would bea mark of insanity 
in a man if he denied the exis‘ence of a 
thing when be was not looking at it, so 
that I draw the apriori conclusion that 
nature exists when I am not looking at 
it, the universe of phenomena persists. 
But down there in tbe insensible realm 
below that substance which stands 
under phenomena, there is an abstract 
power I can aftirm nothing of, only 
what comes into phenomena. I can 
only get from phenomena down deeper 
by inference, and our inferences are 
very precarious things upon which to 
hang. But the result isthe only light 
we have to guide us through the cav- 
eros of phenomena. 

Then we knoow that matter is peraist- 
ent phenomena, and that these phe- 
nomena can be reduced foto atome, but 
that au atom has never been seen, but 
that an atom really exists apriori, and 
tbat we can affirm certain things of the 
atom, that it bas certain characteristics 
or qualities, and that these qualities are 
so exactly determined by chemistry 
that practical work can be done and 
experiments successfully carried out, 60 
that by experiments alone can be dem 
onstrated that the bigher phenomena 
must consist of congregations or com- 
munities of atoms. 

And tbese entities, atoms, are Cou- 
trolled by force. Force expresses itself in 
two forms, or two modes, rather. Que 
of ite modes fs the pulling together; an- 
other of its modes its dispersing from 
togeiber. We will call that mode 
which brings atoms together—we will 
call that force; and that mode, that 
power, which ecatters them we will call 
evergy. Energy dissipate: the atoms 
and force brings them together. I do 
not know anythlng about force per se, 
Ido not kuow whetber it is an entity 
or a quality of an entity; I do not know 
whetber there are entities. It may be 
all force and no entity. Matter may 
almply be vortices of motion. By vor-

man reason that we seem to leave the 
pole star of common experience. It is 
dangerous to the soul out there. 

But let us get nearer to the pbenom- 
ena of actual existences or appearances. 
Let us (ake, for example, the form, and 
the simplest form in which Ife presents 
itself—the simple sac or cell, the first 
brick lu the great temple of difterenti- 
ated organism. This cell is a nucleus 
or a whirlpool where the equilibrium 
ls produced between the dispersing and 
the cougregatiug family of atoms. And 
what is produced is the organism, the 
thing, called life simply, a simple pro- 
cess of aggregation, the common stuff 
of the uviverse beiag drawn upon, the 
common force of the universe express- 
ing itself in a cel!. By aggregation 
this cell. through its conditions, its en- 
vironment, builds another cell aud an- 
otber cell. The quicker the impinge- 
ment of the environment and the 
quicker will be the process in the dif- 
ferentiation. The more slow the 
changes fa the environment and the 
longer will the form of life in nature 
persist. So long asthe clam can keep 
its quiet place and not be put into new 
states of existence it will remain a 
clam and reproduce clams, but change 
ita environment rapidly you destroy its 
life or its form until it bas acquired a 
functional capability and a faculty is 
built in the organism which makes the 
clam something elae. It is changed, it 
is evolved, you say, into something or- 
ganically different. The process is 
slow, but the process is but their aggre- 
gation under its surroundiugs. 
tbese surroundings, I told you, are sub- 
sensible, that is to say that the eyes, the 
touch, the smell do not bring you with- 
in the sphere of these potentialities; that 
they are so subtle, so fine, eo spiritual 
in thelr constitution, (and by the word 
spirit there I mean fineness in quality) 
and-io their action, that the process of 
change is apparently to the senses un- 
explained because there is no adequate 
visible cause for the change. 

Well, now, this is natural materlali- 
zation—it la the bringing of the invisible 
into the visible, it is the patching up of 
the atoms into force, it is the preslet- 
ency of tbe equilibrium and the con- 
tinued hoarding togetber that perpetu- 
atea the form. The living form of the 
organism has a period of childhood; 
that is to say, a period when it js aggre- 
gat'ng more than its community would 
demand; there comes a period of ma- 
turlty, when tbe force flads ite equllib- 
rium and can acquire no more, and 
when it has absurbed all, or maturity ia 
reached and a new equilibrium is being 
produced, so that the continuous change 
la the relationship and the community 
of the atoms Is In procress—a continu- 
oua change. And then comes death 
when the community ls broken up. 
Nothing destroyed, but separated—a 
new administration. A new political 
bead at Washiogton will best illustrate 
what I meau: Cleveland steps down 
and Harrison steps in. Nature la work- 
ing In this way in all her varied and 
multiform phenomena. One equilib 
rium is stepping in on the heels of an- 
other and producing something else.

By force, thea, we would find the 
substratum upon which to rest all phe- 
nomena, so that in tbe realm of force 
we must find a solution of all material 
phenomena. Life itself is but an equil- 
ibrium of force and energy. Matter 
and life seem to me to be about synony- 
mous; matter and life seem to me to 
express the same thing. I cannot de- 
fine in phenomena the place where life 
begius nor where it ends. I see noth. 
lpg stationary in nature, but I eee 
everytbing is in & process of infinite 
change, I see Infinite vortices aod in- 
finite surfaces between developed 
points. When the miad laps over into 
the transcendenta! there is so much 
there new to consclousness and to bu- 


onstration of energy and force la cou- 
tloually going on. Nothing created, 
nothing manufactured, only out of the 
material already existing. Toe unl- 
verse of phenomena a universe of 
shoddy, making up old materlal, bulld- 
ing up new phenomena, continually 
making new combinations. The possi 
bilities of the bigher organiam upon 
the earth to-day lies iu the same rela- 
tlon. There is no difficulty in the 
spiritual world, It isa difficulty made 
by ignorauce only; there is no difficulty 
in the realm of nature to produce ten 
millionu spiritual worlds when the rela 
tlons occur, the relations of these won- 
derful elements which men have 
named atoms. The marvelous relation-

I bave literally stood down In the 
valleys—in the swanips--and have been 
soaked by the ralns,and endured the 
etorms and breathed the mlasmatic at- 
mosphere; sold have stood on the moun- 
tain peske and heard the thunders roar 
and the Jightolugs flash, aud the storms 
weep beneath my feet. Thestorm aud 
molasm were the eame ju both cases, In 

_ ‘one condition it effected me, in the 
other it did not. In one instance I was 
below the clouds, in the other I was 
‘above them. This illustration applies 
to every spiritual storm. If we would 
‘get out of the spiritual foge, doubts, 
miasms acd storms, we. must ascend 
the boly mount of spiritual culture. 

i strive to make it a point to hold 
daily, aud sometimes hourly, couveraa- 
tion with this lifting power. It may be 
ealléd inspiratlon; though I fraukly 
acknowledge I cannot tell whether it is 
‘one part of myself talking to another, 
or whether there is another entity—an 
outside intelligence talking with me. 

Whatever it is, I kuow it reproves. 
rebukes and exhorts me; it tells me of 
my faults as no monitor ever did, The 
more I follow its suggestions the more 
it suggests. It points out ‘a straight 
and narrow path,” if I walk therein I 
am always with the best company 
when I am externally the most alone. 
When I refuse to walk in the way thus 
pointed out, Iam left alone; then, no 
matter how large the company, I am 
alone. There is a loneliness nothing 
can supply. Tbis monitor seems a shy 
bird; it is easily driven away; and once 
gone it is burd to get it back. In its 
talks it never flatters; it pointe out sins, 
selfishness and sensuality as no one 
else ever did. And, though it may seem 
strange, the more it rebukes the more I 
Sove it. As David said: ‘Let the right- 
eous smite me, and it shall be like holy 
‘oil unto me," so I continually ask this 
power for its reproofs. 

I pray, uot because I believe in prayer, 
but because I canoot belp it. I ask this 
teacher or monitor occasionally for 
manhood, a rouoded out manhood. 

Then thie faspiration reasons witb me 
thue: 

“You have asked for manhood, trave 
you thought how this desired boon can 
come? The angels bave no store of 
manhood laid up somewhere to bring 
to you; it must be made of material 
there fs in you. If there is notbing in 
you to work over into a man your 
prayers are useleas. In any case there 
is only one way to answer your prayer, 
that ji to send workmen to work you 
‘over. These workmen may be poverty, 
affilction, persecution, slauder, misrep- 
resentation, abuse, unpopularity. You 
are required to be scored, hewed— 
straightened ou'; the proces will burt, 
xan you endure It?” 

Again, manhood—spirliual manhood 
—tisa thing of slow growtb; you must 
wot expect to sow your grain and reap 
your harvest the same day; you know 
Jamee scald: “Bebold the husbandman 
waiteth for tbe precious frult of the 
earth, and hath long patience for it 
until be receive the early and the latter 
zain.” Now are you willlaog to work 
and wali? Are you wiljlng to be pul- 
verized? To go into a crucible hot 
enovgb to buro the dross out of you? 
If not, ceaze your prayers, for that is 
the only road to an answer.” 

The old Hindoo proverb says. ‘What 
will you have, quott God, pay for it 
and take it.” 

I acknowledge my continued longlog 
for more of this epirituality. I want to 
be baptized—inundated—with It. A9 
the bart pantetb after the water hrooks 
eo pant I after this continuous unction 
(rom spheres above. I want it to code 
oftener and to continue longer. When 
àt leaves me, tben [ am lonely; an Inde- 
acribable longing seemajto selze me and I 
feel to pray in the spirit of that good 
old orthodox song: 

“Return, oh holy dove retorn, 
Return sweet messenger of rest; 

d hate the ains that made thee morn, 
And drove thee from my bross,” 

As babes sometimes cry themselves 
to aleep, so I often go to eleep breathing 
a prayer for more power to see—not 
with my eyes but with my understand- 
ing. I want to see, feel, hear, or by 
gone Indescribable sense realizs the apir- 
itual. Often after a abort sleep under 
such conditions I am awakened by this 
ántelligence, which preaches me a ser- 
mon which does for food for thought 
for a longtime. I can hear, or by some 
means I get, one of these suggestive 
discourses now. As nearly ae I oan 
¢ranelate it, it runs about as follows:

—tbis open communion witb the spirit?

Remember the parable of the person 
who, ip searching for pearls, found a 
field iu which was a pear! of great price;

The treasure you seek can 
be bad for just that—nothing lesa. Will 
you pay the price? If so, it is youre; but 
there cau be no “jewing,’’ dickeriug, or 
beating down in trading with your 
spiritual self. 

Tere t3 a deep meaning in the Ans. 
nias aud Saphira story; turo and read 
it and don’t keep back a part of the 
price. By keeping back part of the 
price you lie; not to men, but ta your 
ypiritual self, which isto God. D> uot 
do it and expectspiritual blessings; That 
is not the way they come. 

I; there any worldly selfish love, any 
“besetting sto,’ you cannot renouuce? 
Does this spiritual life you crave seem 
to you more important than mere 
fleshly appetites and desites? Will you 
prove that it does by renouncing all for 
it? Jf so, it is yours. If not, be like 
tbe man in the parable, who had ‘'great 
possession,” go away sorrowing. 

It may not be necessary to give up 
everything, but it is necessary to come 
to the place where you cau, if neces 
sary, give up all. There is a test you 
must endure io order to put you where 
you can receive what you ark for. In 
giviog up all you may possibly bold ob 
tothe things whicu you renouuce; not 
as something tn biess you, but as some- 
body to bless, and as sometbding with 
which you can bless the world. 

“Now,” said the inspiration, “yon 
have had enough for one sittiug. The 
cloner you walk to tbese truths, the 
oftener an't the purer will these ser 
mons be. These truths are tuo precious 
to cast bef.re swine. Prove youreelf a 
msn; walk io all the tight you have, 
and more shall be given. For to bim 
that hath shall be given.

I think it a very difticult thing, and 
it may be an Impossibility, to realiza io 
one’s self annihilation, a ceasing to be.

It ia something deeper io our person- 
ality than our intellect, or thinklog 
powers; it ia In the eplrit, which is back 
of all, and kaowa itself immortal, Some 
may question about there being any- 
thing deeper than our thinking powers 
or intellect. But if we examine our- 
selves closely we will find what Lewes 
says 13 true, "that our intellectual! oper- 
ations always imply an externality. 
Even when we are speculating about 
our feelings, or mental operations, we 
always view them as apart from our- 
selves, The emotions have a deeper 
root in our peraonality.’’ ‘I believe,” 
says Professor Tyndal, “that even the 
intellectual action of a complete man is 
consciously or unconsciously sustained 
by an undercurrent of the emotions.” 
Well, I think thie “sustaining under- 
current,’ no matter what intellectual 


eovclusions we come to, will not give in 
to the thought of annibilation, which 
means ceasing to be. 

Sometimes doubts come and we say 
to ourselves death ends all. We koow 
what unconsciousness is, for we have all 
fatoted and been brought to, and for a 
little while we do not consciously exist, 
We sleep sound at night, and sre un- 
conscious until we awake, the world has 
gone on for five or six boura, and we 
are oblivious to the fact, as if we had 
beeu dead that length of time.

Our modern tanguage is nearly all 
based on the words framed to express the 
ideas had by our primitive ancestors. 
One of the first worde on record is Nesh- 
ania, a cabalistic word which, through 
translated breath of lives, should have 
been translated spirit of lives, or living 
spirits, or the spirit of all lives. 

This Viehana was breathed into man's 
nostrils, and man became a living soul 
(creature’. S> we can see the ancient 
thought wae not that man was spirit, but 
that he inhaled spirit, and by it became a 
living creature. - 

The highest concept then had was the 
concept of a physical man being quickened 
by the breath. Evidently the writer had 
a concept of something in the breath 
called life or spirit, with the Joss of which 
man would be in a state of death; but 
with ft he would live. Wherein does that 
differ from the present underetanding of 
man’s status? Let us inquire into the 
production of man as now known, 

Hie origin is from two tiny points: the 
spermatiz>a and the ovum. lf we exam- 


ine them carefully we find them traceable 
down by stages, or points, or centers to a 
protoplasm. Take the spermatizoa—a 
living, acting being, giving no evidence of 
genus, but moving in a common blastima, 
or plasma. By looking one step lower 
there is a change in appearance. we may 
call it spermatizoon. One step more and 
we have the monera; yet another step 
and there is protoplasm. Taking the 
ovum, it has a center called nucleous; that 
has a center, the nucleolus, and that a 
center, the nucleolosei, and that again 
ends in protoplasm so we say; but are not 
able to say that both the monera and 
nucleolossi have not a central point. 

We become lost in our powers of re- 
search into its hidden mysteries of being; 
for go as low as we may, through or by 
sensation, we cannot find evidence of 
genus; yet the mind has to conclude there 
is genus and sex in the entity, and that 
entity is in the protoplasm. 

If we can gain a concept of what the 
protoplasm is composed, we perhaps can 
gain a concept of whence the man. That 
he springs from an entity is patent to 
thought if not to science. When we first 
discover him, the monera attacxe and de- 
vours the nucleolossi, and the nucleus is 
devoured by the spermatizoon: the nucleus 
by the spermatizoa, and a child begins to 
form by the combination uf the two ele- 
ments. 

From the egg, then, the material is 
taken by the genus entity of man to form 
the first foundation of the body or crea- 
ture, and when sufficiently builded, the 
same building force extracts from the 
mother’s blood the material with which to 
complete the body according to the de- 
mands of the genus as to its form and sex 

Do we find any spirit in all this? There 
is no life, that is, independent life. The 
child lives by the life of its mother. But 
directly the child in form of man being 
perfected, is cast off by the mother: it 
breathes the nashama and becomes a liv- 
ing soul (creature), Thus far the mother 
has served only asa workshop, and the 
means of supply for some power (an in- 
telligent power) to frame from the invis- 
ible things a visible body. 

What and from whence that power? In 
every department of the structure design 
is seen, and the product is the work of 
thought, and yet neither parent has fur- 
nished either design or thought. (viz): 
conscious design and thought. We must 
go back of any tangible cause to find the 
primus mobile of the phenomena. In our 
investigations thus far there is no evidence 
that anything we call spirit exists Thus 
far there has nothing been revealed except 
matter and the mind, which manitests it- 
self in the form it constructs. 

During all the advances of the crenture 
man in his farther development, both in 
physical and mental being, the same law 
of combination holds sway. The body is 
formed by the mind from the dust of the 
earth. and is a manifestor of mind, both of 
its constructive ability and its power and 
breadth of intelligence; and yet there is no 
spirit manifest as spirit is understood to 
be. Spirit Ís not understood to be either 
matter or mind. It is not the material 
body; neither is it the mind. ‘Then-what 
ls ii? We think there ia a misunderstand- 
ing in regard to what spirit is, and would 
answer the question by saying that spirit 
is the transmuted principles and substances 
of both matter end mind, 

These principles are carried along by 
the forces belonging to the entity, through 
chemicalization and spirituatization, com- 
bining in different equivalents the same 
substances, forming firet the natural body 
and then the spiritual body, The nateral 
body, in every molecule and particle, ser- 
ving as a mould 1o tathion the apiritualized 
plasma into form for the habitation of the 
cgo. 

Spirit, then, is mind and matter, and a 
spirit body is prepared trom spirit sub- 
stance, which has been transmuted from 
the baser elements; and as epirit cannot be 
an entity, but is composed of entities, and 
those entitles are parts of all other enti- 
ties, be they material or immaterial. The 
ego is the possessor of them all, and b 
their use becomes the conscious intelli- 
gence recognized as man. 

Man, then, as a cunscious intelligence, 
has a commencement by the unfolding ol 
the possibilitics inhering in an entity: by 
combining mind and matter in specific 
form and equivalent atoms, and by chem- 
ically changing in equivalents, setting frec 
the thoughts and iucas by a system of 
spiral motions, subliming and transmuting 
the substance mind to concepts and Intel- 
lection, and at the same time building «its 
aplritual body for a manifesting agent. N,

Mrs. Nellia J. T. Brigham epoke for the 
First Soclety of 8piritualists at Adelphi Hall 
in the morning, taking the following sub- 
jects from the audience:

J. Newton reviewed the subject of Medium- 
ship in ita many phases,and said that the 
vicinitudes of the investigator la only equall- 
ed by the vicisitudes of the inveatigated. Nal- 
therof them have a very pleasant road lo 
travel over. The investigator will meet witb 
many amazing disappolutments, and the 
mediums seem faled to encounter individ- 
uals of opposite impulses and magnellsam, 
Bod oonnequently unpleasant and discourag: 
ing olroumstancea. 

He related a circomatance abont a “flower” 
mediom, named Choate, that occurred some 
years since, when flowers were materialized 
ander absolutely airiat test conditions ,which 
conld not be explained by any other reasonu- 
ing than that the phenomena was the pro- 
duct of supernataral power. On one occas: 
joo the medinm was placed in @ sack pro- 
cured for the occasion, and after some time 
a calla lily wae found within It, though a 
previous examination did not disclose any- 
thing. The lily could not be {ntroduced into 
the saok by morlal agency without showing 
evidences of such being the case, At anotber 
lime a box, speolally constructed for the pur- 
pose, was placed in a brililantly lighted 
room, snd within its darkness flowers were 
produced whioh gave forth a delightful fra- 
yrance.

Mr. Newlon then gave bia experience at a 
Materiallzing seance held at the resldence af 
Mm. Etta Hobert4, at Zil Beventh Avenue, 
during the previous week. He said the oab- 
inet was a stout wooden frame, tirmly as- 
outed to the floor, aod entirely ensbrouded 
with a wire vetting, nailed to the cabinet. 
The medium was placed withia It and the 
door locked. The look used on the present 
occasion was one owned by the President for 
loriy years,aod there was no duplicate kry 
for it. After the oaual observancea at such a 
time, the medium emerged from the cabinet, 
without any apparent disturbance of the 
door or netting, in full view of twenty-five 
Persons. A apirit form accompanied the 
Medium aod showed her around to the mem- 
bera of the olrcle. During (hia time Mr, 
Newton examined the jock, the vetting, and 
the cabinet, end after a close examination 
there was no apparent interference with 
them,aud no eign of force used to provide 
the medium with a means of exit. The door 
Tfemained closed, the bar in ite place, and 
the netllng undisturbed and iotact. The 
spirit was asked if a ohain should not be 
placed in the second compartment for the 
medium, and the reply wae, ‘1 will take care 
of my medium.” immediately the spirit, 
holding on to (be mediom, receded with ber 
to the interior of the cabinet, leaving no sign 
of contact with the enclosure. 

The President admitted that it would be 
difticult to believe it, and confessed that if 
he had not ocalar demonstration of the fact 
he would scarcely credit it. AL the olose of 
the seance Mr. Newton inquired of the spirit 
if he would not opin the door for the medi- 
um, but to give further proof of the strange 
oocurrence, the medium re-emerged in a 
state of entrancement. She appeared dared, 
and asked for a drink of water, and again 
retired through the locked and barred door 
tothe cabinet. After this astonishing exbi- 
bition of spirit power, Mr. Newton opened 
the door, and In two miautes Lhe medium 
came out in apparently her normal con- 
dition, 

There has never been, said Mr. Newton in 
conclusion, an occurrence of such magnitude 
aud vast importance since the world began 
to engage the attention of thinking people. 

Mrs. Brigham talked very intereatingly of 
ber experience of the spiritual phenomena, 
and related many iucidenta in her medium- 
lstiọ career that formed an instructive and 
engaging narration.
